Statement of Witnesses _ Geneva L, HIIIE, april 7, 1961}., 6 H 393.7 

Like Mias Adams, she also ha.o a bettor tlian high school education, 
"Bachelor of Science theology degree from Assembly of God College in 
Waxahaehie, Terc," (p,393) 

She has been uorklng at the Texas School Book Depositoi-y since 
1956. Her work: "I have the credit desk." 

Her desk is on the second floor "the Inside uall just along by 
the corrido-r." She knew Oswald but nex-er met him "but I saw him ©very 
day," vi^hero? "Tge first floor." frequently he wou3.d come in about 
noontime to ask for change (prosiimably to use the coin machines in the 
domino room). But she never saw him use any of the change, saying with- 
out prompting or inspiration, "the coke machine isn’t in our room ..." 

No on© had said anything a1»ut a coke I'jachine. (p,394) Bho asked Shelley 
about Oswald once, refolding to him as a queer duck, and quotes Shelley 
as saying of Oswald "that was just his way," / 

NavJ.ng seen the i resident twice and once "X had been v^ry close 
to him", she volijnteered to answer the telephone for the other girls 
so they could go out and see the motorcade, which they all did. 

About 5 minutes before the motorcade went past, Otis N. Williams, 
who works in her office, also went out. 

In the last minute, she also wont to look "from the east window 
in our office," ?he gives a description of the time of the first shot 
that seems to me to approximate that of Victoria Adams who was on a 
dl.fferent floor: "Yes, sir; going north on Houston Street. I saw it 

turn left and I saw the ?.^^33ident*s car coming and I saw the President 
and caw him waving his hand in greeting up in the air and I saw his wl.fe 
and I saw him turn the corner and after he turned the comer I looked 
and I saw the next car coming Just at the instant I saw the next oar 
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coming up waa when I heard the shots," 

Note o she said the fros5.dontial car had just coraple tod o turning 
the corner, and the followup car v/as just coming around the corner at 
the time the shots were fired. 

She said there were 3 shots, which in hor opinion came from within 
the btiilding, "becauso the building vibrated fi'om the result of the 
explosion coming in," (p,395) 

Lary, I can^t pretend to be an expert about this, but it would 
seem to me her reason for ssy 8ng the shots were from inside the building 
prove raoro that they were from outside. She was on the second flooi’ 
with all the Insulation of the 3i’d, l|.th, 5th and 6th, floors, together 
wilh all the Cfod knows how many books piled up on those floors, yet the 
bxiilding vibrated at her point; wlrother or not tlie shots emanated from 
Mitliin the building, the Vibrations must have come frtam outside. 

Ball, who is doing the questioning, is cax^oful to avoid any of 
this, but Miss Illtie was in the mood to volunteer and she i’eemptwxslzed 
her description of the place of the cars; 

"Mr, Ball, That is when you wex-e at the window, is that right? 

ML ss Nine, Yes, sir; that :1s when I was at the window, because 
the next car, you see, was coming up and turning and I looked," 

Ball was xiot about to ask her to locate the precise window from 
which she had looked. No place will you see from her testimony she was 
looking out on Houston Bt, He asked her nothing about the vio&r being 
blocked by the wall. By the time she said the shots wei*e fired while 
the follot-mp car was still in the turn, she located the shots much closer

to the Conner than the Coriimisslon ever wanted theia to be located, 7ho ’ 
fac^ is, she is not ^even asked to locate precisely where on this floor '! 
her office is locatec|^* \vhon Ball ^zacle themistake of asking her if sho 
’*could see any part of she replied, ”East, yes, sir*^ I take this 
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to be not only a clear reference to the fact that the wall blocked her 
view to the west, but she is also saying that she could see lira St/ 
to the east of where the Presidential car was at the time of the shots. 
Sloe described the position of the followup car, 3he is leo.d into a 
really meaningless dlscussicn of what she did - the offices tliat she 
ran to shook the doors only to find them locked, and she said she does 
not believe there was a soul in her offico when she got back to it. 
(p.396) 

In fact, she went to the office of the Southwestern Publishing 
Co, and tried to get in so she could see towai’d the west. She ”felt 
sure” that she saw ?b,*s. Hold "corao back In”, whether into the offico 
of the building is unclear, but prcstimably to the office or the office 
area, I-tLss Hlne thought 5 or 6 of then were together sut that time. 

Ball quotes Mrs, Bold as having said ”ehe cme in alone and when she 

came in she didn’t see anybody there.” Hiss Hins said it could have

It is not possible to reconstruct exactly where Miss Hino was 

at what time because the ‘Commission has been extremely careful to leave 

all of the places she iik talked about, inclucS. ng her own location, out 

of its Exhibit 118 , which is represented as the diagram of the second 

floor (R 1 ^ 0 ), It marks a location whore Mrs. Reid says she cfas (but 

it doesn*t say that Mrs, Reid says so; it says, "location of Mrs, Reid 

when she observed Oswald approximately 1:32 p.m.") There is apparent 

conflict between the testimonies of these tvjo women, I haven't yet 

read Mrs, Reid's, It does not appear with all of the others, but Just 

as Miss Hine was not asked what window she was in or what office she 

was in or whero along what corridor her desk was located, she is also 

not asked about what time she retitrnod to the desk fxaisxwhioh the tele-'-'i

Note o this other intereatingitem which Ball "overlooked", ^n 
the abovo excerpt, whenhe asked if she saw Oswald come in, she replied 
that her back wox 4 d have been to the door "he was supposed to trnvo come 
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in at,” 

That meant that her face 5^aa pointed in the direction of entrance 
of all of the other employees, inoludins Mrs, Held,

She could not possibly have seen as far to the west of the intersection

as the projection of the east wall of the building. /She discusses 
moving to be able to answer the phone, she said she went to "the middle 
desk on the front row'' (p,395)» P'l’om her testimony that her back would 
have been to the door by which Oswald "was supposed” to have entered, 
this would indicate that in the center area marked "office space" on 
Exhibit lllu, there ai*e three rows of desks facing Houston St, and 
from this it would aeom that anyone entering or leaving would have to 
go very close to her. 1

Sven 
if there were as much distance as the 2.p feet some of bho Secret Ser- 
vice men mentioned between the follot-mp car and the ^rseMential car, 
the Presidential car had to be very close to the intersection.
